T he A m erican T u rf—A M ile T ro tted in 
2:10. 
P rovidence, August 1st.—Jay-Eye-See. 
on tlie Narragunseti Park track to-day. sur­ 
passed all previous performances, m aking 
a m ile in 2:10, thus beating liis own pre­ 
vious record of 2:10?, and that of Maud 8. 
o f 2:101. The crowd also witnessed tlie 
famous black gelding H . H. W inship and 
mute 
beat tlieir double-team record of 
2:091, and that of Frank and m ate of 2:0.3}. 
The postponement of the 
events from 
W ednesday last was a great disappointm ent 
to prom inent turfm en in ail parts of the 
country, and the heavy rain Thursday 
night threatened a relinquishm ent of the 
exhibition. The genial sunshine and in­ 
vigorating air, however, were welcomed with 
widespread enthusiasm , and track-m aster 
Griffin speedily brought the circuit into an 
adm irable condition, although tlie surface 
was not as firm and springy as he desired. 
Early in the afternoon the’ trains brought 
thousands of sporting men from ail sections 
of the country, and am ong the notables 
were Fred V anderbilt, Isadore Cohnfeld, 
owner of Maxv Cobb and H elen e; Isaac 
Belger, George Peabody W etmore, Geo. G. 
K. Lawrence, Decourcy Forbes, J. H. Brad­ 
ford, If. N. T. Mali, President of the Na­ 
tional Horse Breeders’ A ssociation; John 
Shepard, W. A. W right, Sanford, Dan 
W alton and others, ami prom inent among 
tlie drivers were I)an Mayo, John M urphy, 
Ed Bithers, j. B. Gilbert, Jam es Golden, 
Tom Foster and W. H. Sargent. The grand 
stand, which accommodates 0,50o persons, 
was quickly filled, and hundreds of carri­ 
ages lined the west side of the track. 
It is 
estim ated th at 10,000 people were present 
at the hour of starting. 
The owners of the 
favorite horses, Jay-Eye-Sec and H . H. 
W inship—J. I. Case and J. B. Burnaby— 
were in the m iddle tier of the grand stand, 
with their wives, and watched the events 
with intense interest. The pool booths wore 
in active operation, and betting on the 
ebony trotter was at odds of $25 to $10 that 
he would heat the record, w hile W inship 
and m ate were firmer favorites. The judges 
selected were John Shepard, of B oston; 
Frank 8. Stevens, of Swansea, Mass.; ami 
E. G. W indsor, of Providence. 
The first event—the trial of Jay-Eye-See 
—was prom ptly culled at ."i o'clock. 
Long 
before tlie tim e set for the beginning of the 
trials every seat in the enorm ous grand 
stand was tilled, w hile every point favora­ 
ble to a good view of the track had its oc­ 
cupant. 
WARMING UP HEATS. 
Presently there was a m ovem ent in the 
direction of the stables, and Ed. Bithers, 
driver of Jay-Eye-See, was seen preparing 
to jog the little wonder, his purple cap and 
driving jacket m aking him a eomspicnous 
figure in the groups in front of the quarters 
of the horses. Jay-Eye-See was brought 
out, 
blanketed, and 
was soon hitched 
to 
the 
sulky. • 
Bithers 
took 
his 
place behind him , and the little flyer, 
followed by a crowd of admirers, jogged to 
tiie gate leading to the stretch. 
As the 
m ultitude in the grand stand caught sight 
of the famous horse, a shout (if greeting 
swelled forth, w hich was taken up by the 
groups in other parts of the grounds’, and 
as the noble anim al turned into the stretch 
and passed down in front of the judges’ 
stand, the applause rose in a deafening 
cheer. The circuit of the track was made 
at an easy gait, and after one or two more 
turns Bithers signified his intentions to go 
an easy m iie to warm up. * The announce­ 
m ent was made by the judges, and Jay- 
Eye-See came down at an easy pace, 
lie 
went aw ay from the wire, trotting evenly 
and w ithout a flaw, though of course B ith­ 
ers had to hold him back. 
H e went up to 
the quarter post in 35seconds. The second 
quarter was som ew hat slower, and lie 
passed the h alf in 1:12}, and the three- 
quarters in 1:491, jogging under the wire 
in 2:221. Tlie horse was then taken back 
to the stable to be rubbed down. 
John M urphv here came into the stretch 
behind Cohnfeldcr's Mafy Cobb, togive her 
a warming-up heat, previous to m aking an 
attem pt to beat Phallus’ record of 2:15,3 
The circuit was made at an easy gait, and the 
mare passed under the wire in 2:32. 
H. B. W inship and Phallas were next 
brought out, Jim Golden handling the rib­ 
bons behind the black gelding, with B ith­ 
ers was behind the stallion. The two flyers 
were sent away together for a w anning-up 
heat, and trotted evenly to the finish, the 
m ile being made in 2:37}. 
THE GREAT EVENT. 
After this came the great event of the 
day, and greatest event in the history of (lie 
trotting turf. 
Jay-Eye-See came on tiie 
track, 
and 
as 
he sw ung 
into 
the 
stretch 
the 
judges 
antiounced 
that" 
he would m ake an attem pt to break 
bis record. 
Jim Murphy, behind his own 
running horse, was also on the stretch lim ­ 
bering out, as he was to go a mile with 
Jay-Kye-feee to give the little flyer courage, 
and force him to a faster gait if necessary. 
After jogging down tin- stretch once or 
twice, Jay-Eye-See turned at the distance 
stand, and came down to the wire for tlie 
word. 
H e was working magnificently, 
and as “ Co ” was shouted by Mr. W indsor, 
the little gelling sped a way around the 
turn, with the runner about eight lengths 
behind. 
Never did a horse work more 
evenly than did Jay-Eyp-See, as he sped 
around the turn, and it seemed as if he 
was a piece of machinery, and n o t u tiling 
w ith life, so perfect were his actions, 
t p 
tiie quarter lie w ent in 33} seconds, the 
runner trailing four lengths behind, and as 
he sped into tlie straight Bithers let him 
loose. 
Faster and faster were his strides, 
and it was evident th at " Ed." m eant to 
send him. 
At the half the watches regis­ 
tered 1:05, a 2:10 guit. and if lie could 
hold his own 
for 
the 
last half he 
would accomplish an unprecedented feat. 
Around tlie upper turn it sceinedjas if he 
was flying, and fast as had been bis gait on 
the back stretch, it was forced up now to 
som ething terrific. On and on he went, 
without the suspicion of u break, passing 
tlie three-quarter post in 1:39. 
At this 
point the runner came up even w ith the 
trotter, and now began the final struggle. 
Down tie came, w ithout a skip, every stride 
toiling in tlie m om entous race against tiie 
fast flyers. 
Bithers had not used his whip, 
and the gallant flyer sped down to the 
stand and under tlie wire. There is a 
m om entary bustle, and then suddenly the 
cry, “ lie lias done it,” is 
raised 
by 
those 
among 
the 
spectators 
who 
tim ed him . 
A loud burst of applause 
greets the announcem ent, only to be fol­ 
lowed by m uch more enthusiastic dem on­ 
strations as the board swings round with 
the record “ 2:1o” upon it. 
Never on a 
race track has there been a scene of wilder 
excitem ent than followed this announce­ 
ment. 
Hats, canes, 
handkerchiefs 
and 
fans were waved, while men shouted them ­ 
selves hoarse in qpecring the " King of the 
American Turf.” 
W hen 
Bithers 
came 
back to the stand with. Jay-Eye See. a mag­ 
nificent horseshoe of flowers was presented 
him , whiie around him gathered a group 
of adm iring friends, offering hearty con­ 
gratulations. 
Mr. Case, owner of Jay-Eye- 
See. was overjoyed, and received a show er 
of congratulations with tiie plainest m an­ 
ifestations of delight. 
JIM RENWICK AND LUCKY E.

P ortsmouth (N. II.), August 1st. -T h e 
Greely relict squadron arrived in sight 
early this morning. 
The Alliance put out 
at 4 a. m. front Portsm outh, w ith orders 
relative to holding the reception on Satur­ 
day, but Secretary Chandler has since 
changed the tim e appointed to 1 p. m. to­ 
day for tlie naval reception in the harbor. 
The programme, as arranged for Saturday, 
will be substantially carried out. 
Mrs. 
Lieutenant Greely arrived at noon, with 
General llazen and 
plirtv. 
Lieutenant 
Oreely’s m other is also here. 
[SECOND DISPATCn.) 
P ortsmouth, August 1st.—At ju st about 
sunrise this m orning the United States 
steamer Alliance, which had been stationed 
outside the harbor in expectancy of the ar­ 
rival of the Arctic fleet, discerned a double 
line of smoke, and steam ing out soon be­ 
came aware of the arrival of the Greely 
Arctic relief expedition. The arm am ent of 
th e Alliance was brought into play, and gun 
after gun thundered forth peals of welcome, 
to which the cannon of the Greely boats re­ 
sponded, douhtloes in grateful recognition. 
Shortly the Alliance eaiue w ithin hailing 
distance of the approaching steam er, and, 
with belts ringing and whistles shrieking, 
the Alliance hailed th e Bear and Thetis. 
Shortly after sunrise the Bear. Thetis and 
Alliance steamed to a point off the Isle of 
Shoals, where the first stage of the hom e­ 
ward voyage of the Greely relief expedition 
was finished. 
Gracefully they came into 
the harbor, with their yards squared and 
their stacks pouring forth ciouds of smoke, 
fully tw enty-four hours before the fleet hail 
been expected. 
There was little about the 
three vessels to denote the severe ex­ 
perience which two of them had passed 
through. W hen it became known that 
the Arctic squadron had arrived outside 
the harbor the excitem ent on board the 
mcn-of-war at anchor was intense. Shortly 
after the welcome news of the safe arrival 
of the Greely fleet spread through the 
city, and when the Bear and Thetis had 
arrived oft" Newcastle Secretary Chandler 
dispatched a steam launch to Comm ander 
Schley with orders that tiie Bear and The­ 
tis should rem ain in the offing until prep­ 
arations fur their reception eould be com­ 
pleted. 
The Secretary of the Navy then 
proceeded to the Tallapoosa, and "orders 
were given at once for the squadron of w ar 
vessels in the harbor to "prepare for a re­ 
ception of the Arctic heroes. 
All the 
naval vessels were decorated with A m er­ 
ican flags at their topmasts. 
At noon tlie 
press boat, the Government tug Leydon, 
steamed down the river, and came to 
anchor where a good view of the ceremo­ 
nies m ight be obtained. 
As the Leyden 
steamed down tlie river the men on tlie old 
ship Constitution ran up the shrouds, 
lifted their hats and shouted a cordial sa­ 
lute. 
Other vessels in the lower harbor 
were decked in tlie gayest colors. 
The 
flag ship Tennessee displayed the acting 
A dm iral’s broad pennant on the mizzen­ 
mast. The Tallapoosa gave to the breeze 
t be colors of the Secretary of the Navy. 
T he ships soon got under way and steamed 
down the river, and at noon the prepara­ 
tions for tiie reception of the Arctic fleet 
were completed. 
HUSBAND \.MD WIFE. 
Tlie meeting between Lieutenant Greely 
and ills wife was most affecting, and is thus 
described : 
Mrs. Greely was convoyed to 
the Thetis, where her husband was. 
As 
tlie ladv passed down the com panion way 
to the barge she walked w ith a liriu tread, 
and showed no more signs of emotion than 
biting her lips and tightly clutching her 
hands. 
Lieutenant Greely had not been 
inform ed that his wife was about to go 
aboard the Thetis, and a few m inutes be­ 
fore her arrival, in conversation with Com­ 
m ander Schley, said he did no t expect to 
see her to-day, as she had not been able to 
reach there so soon. W hen the Secretary’s

Commander Schley entertained Lieutenant 
Greely in a conversation about Arctic m at­ 
ters until a peculiar signal was given by 
the boatswain to indicate that Mrs. Greely 
was on board and ready to meet her hus­ 
band. The lady trembled very m uch. H er 
breath came in gasps, and her whole 
frame shook with emotion.

tering steps she went to the cabin door,

To-day he said he was 
the happiest ol his life. 
That in one day 
everything on earth was restored to him for 
which he could wish—home, mother. w!fe 
and honor in one day—given to a m an who 
but a few days ago was on the brink of the 
grave, it is as m uch as a m ortal could 
desire. The Lieutenant looked very happy 
indeed.

On tlie vines of a portion of the LaRue 
yinejard at Davisvilie arc found quite a 
large nunibcrof caterpillars eating the foli­ 
age. They apparently prefer the foliage of 
the young vines, or those 011 the tips of the 
canes of the large vines. Although perhaps 
they have been present in seme vineyard: 
in previous years they have not been so 
destructive as to attract attention. 
Description: W hen full grown, length 
about one and a quarter in<lies; color, dor­ 
sal stripe,ash-gray with a dark dorsal line; 
stigma tal or line along the side yellow 
sub-dorsal or line between the dorsal and 
stigmatal lines white. The space between 
tiie sub-dorsal and stigmatal line is brown, 
crinkled with yellow ; below the stigmata 
is a flesh-colored band reaching to the base 
o f the legs; the ventral parts and pro leg: 
are greenish yellow, '¡'lie stripes are simi­ 
lar to those of the annv-womi, only they 
differ in color, and the black spots on the 
legs are absent. 
The iull-grown caterpillars are cliangin 
to chrysalids at present. Some of the cater 
pillars feed in the daytime, while others 
hide under clods, etc. 
Remedies: Spraying with buhacli, one 
pound to fifteen gallons of water, will de­ 
stroy all that the solution reaches. I11 order 
to destroy as many as possible, Mr. LaRue 
will use upon the foliage of the yuan 
vinas a solution of one pound of arsenic 
dissolved in 150 gallons of water. Tim 
leaves may bear one pound to 125 gallons 
stronger than this might destroy the.fob 
age. This will effectually destroy all the 
caterpillars that feed upon the leaves thus 
washed. 
Mr. A. P. Crane, San lorenzo. Alameda 
county: The aprioot leaf infested by small 
caterpillars received here on 10th of July 
At present writing (29th) are so dried up 
that I cannot determine to what species 
they belong, hut from the shade of the eggs 
remaining on the leaf it is evident they do 
not belong to any of the canker worms, but 
to a genus of moths known as the Culli- 
morphn, which 1 have found feeding on the 
foliage of the apricot. The moth is of a 
cream color, and the head, base and point 
of abdomen is of an orange color; expanse 
of wings about one and a half inches. 
Mr. T. I?. Whitcomb, of Colfax, Placer 
county, writes: 
I scut you to-day some apple and plum leaves 
upon which are some shells of worms. Please 
let me know the mune of the worm. We found the 
worms all 011 nue plum tree, and burned tiiern. 
The worms harked like the shells, except in 
color; they were vellow. instead of the bluish 
cast the shells have. 1 am sorry I did not send 
a worm. but we destroyed them before I found 
the shells. Those are the only worms I have 
seen on the fruit trees. There have been a few 
anny worms on the grapes, but not enough to 
do any harm. They are different in color from 
those found on the tree, and do not seem to be 
the same build. That shell of a head you see on 
the shell was red on the worm. I have inclosed 
the leaves in a paper box. Length of worm, 
about two inches. i)o you think the worms we 
found go into a chrysalis state and leave those 
shells, or do the worms come from the shells? 
l’lease give information. 
Reply: Mr. Whitcomb writes that the 
length of the worms that infested the 
plum tree, and which were destroyed, was 
two inches. If this is correct, they were 
not oonnected in any manner with the 
specimens he sent, as they are the pupa? of 
an Ichneumon-fly. 
The parent fly depos­ 
ited her eggs in or on a number of small 
caterpillars, on which it intended its young 
to feed. When these eggs hatched the 
larvte produced from them devoured the 
body of their victim*. When full grown 
they changed into the pupa state, within 
the skin of tiie caterpillar. (These are 
what Mr. W. terms the shells.) Therefore, 
the specimens sent are the pupa.’ of the 
Ichneumon-fties, which are eminently bene­ 
ficial. 
The caterpillars on which the eggs were 
deposited were probably less than three- 
quarters of an inch in length, of a yellow­ 
ish color, with a transverse row of black 
spots on each segment, and closely resemble 
the Procria of the grapevine. Do not destroy 
any specimens of this kind you find upon 
your trees or vines, as in a few days the 
perfect insects will emerge to assist in the 
work of destroying injurious insects. 
In order that this part of the natural his- : 
tory of tiiis insect should be fully under- ! 
stood, open one of tiie pupa carefully, and ¡ 
you will find nearly ready to emerge a i 
small four-winged fly. 
Head and body: 1 
black; wings, transparent; legs, reddish; j 
antenna:, black, long, slender, and many- 
jointed. This is an I< hneumon fly, or para­ 
site. which destroys the caterpillar.

Reply : The aprioot is certainly a choice 
and valuable variety. 
I have had the 
specimens examined by a number ol our 
fruit-snippers and fruit-growers, also by 
our canners. All pronounce it a valuable 
addition to the choicest varieties grown at 
the-present time, and recommend its prop­ 
agation. The apricot presented is large, of 
a rich golden color when ripe, and of ex­ 
cellent flavor. 
In form and appearance it 
resembles the peach apricot, excepting that 
the crease between the lobes and the cavity 
at the stem are much larger in this speci­ 
men than in the former. Senator I,. \\ . 
Ruck, of Solano, pronounces it an excel­ 
lent apricot. 


T he G ila L izard. 
W hat is commonly known as the Gila 
lizard, found chiefly in Sonora and Ari­ 
zona, says the Chicago Times, has for some 
years been regarded as a curiosity by natu­ 
ralists, owing to the fact that it is the only 
one of the lizard family reputed to have a 
poisonous bite. It grows to the length of 
three feet, and among the Mexicans is com­ 
monly regarded as more poisonous than 
any serpent. On the other hand, it is of a 
sluggish nature, and so many instances 
have occurred in which children have made 
pets of small specimens without coming to 
any harm, that much incredulity has been 
expressed as to its dangerous nature. A 
paper recently presented before the Phila­ 
delphia College of Physicians stated that in 
response to inquiries two letters have been 
received from Arizona, one of which de­ 
scribed tlie lizard as “ more peaceful and 
harmless than a young missionary,” while 
the other 
declared 
it 
to 
be “ worse 
than a whole apothecary shop.” 
Re­ 
cent experiments 
made 
with 
captive 
specimens of the Gila monster, how­ 
ever, 
seem 
to 
demonstrate 
satisfac­ 
torily its poisonous nature. Small animals 
and birds were killed by its bite. 
It has 
numerous teeth, and when it bites a quan­ 
tity of saliva is discharged. This saliva or 
fluid is found to be an active poison of very 
peculiar nature. It causes no local injury, 
but seems to act directly upon the heart, 
arresting its action in diastole. Its effect 
is entirely different from that of venom 
of serpents, which causes local hemor­ 
rhage. As it is true in the cases of ser­ 
pents. however, t he degree of dancer result­ 
ing from a bite would depend entirely 
upon the amount of poison injected into 
the blood. A bile from a large rattlesnake 
is more dangerous than from a small qge, 
and a bite in which tiie two fangs pene­ 
trate the skin is twice as serious as where 
only one fang is inserted, simply because 
the amount of venom injected is greater. 
The 
teeth 
of 
the lizard are small, 
easily 
broken, and 
frequently nearly 
all 
missing. 
The 
experiments 
made 
seem 
to 
indicate 
that 
while 
the 
bite 
may 
be 
easily 
fatal 
to small 
animals, it would but rarely happen that it 
could kill a man. Should a large lizard 
with all its teeth bite upon the bare skin 
and cling fast long enough to permit ab­ 
sorption of the saliva, it would probably 
prove fatal. Should any article of clothing 
intervene to be bitten through, or should 
the reptile be quickly shaken off, nothing 
more serious than a very painful swelling 
would probably result. 
I>r. Shufeldt was 
bitten by one which hud been sent to the 
Smithsonian 
Institution. It seized his 
thumb, sinking the teeth to the bone, but 
relaxed its hold immediately. Great pain 
was felt immediately, though tlie poi­ 
son was sucked from the wound as fur 
as possible.

to the shoulder and down 
the side, continuing through the night in 
sufficient force to pevent sleep, but subsid­ 
ing tiie next day. The wound healed read­ 
ily in a few days.

As a small party of us were sitting on the 
wide piazza of our dwelling-house in Java, 
early one evening, our attention was called 
to sounds of Malay music evidently ap­ 
proaching us. 
Looking down the street 
we suw a procession of native men (Java­ 
nese) marching along to tiie music, and four 
abreast. In the second row there were five. 
The center one was covered by a large um ­ 
brella. I inquired why this man was so 
honored, and was told that he was to be 
married. The next day Í was taken to sec 
the house where the bride lived, and where 
they were making grand preparations for 
the marriage. They were constructing a 
large and covered platform of bamboo for 
the accommodation of the guests and the 
Malay band of music. On tiie succeeding 
day we heard the same performers and saw 
a longer procession than the first one. At 
the head of tin's procession came two wood­ 
en figures (man and woman) about eight 
feet high. These were hollow, so that the 
boys could enter and operate to give them 
motion. Next behind them were the mu­ 
sicians; then an open carriage drawn by 
two ponies covered with flowers and vari­ 
ously colored papers cut up in patterns, in ­ 
side sat the bride and grooui. The bride 
was decked in flowers am! jewels, and her 
face, head and dress were completely cov­ 
ered with ochre powder. A number of car­ 
riages followed the party with relatives and 
friends, who were also adorned with flow­ 
ers. jewels, etc. On the third day 1 was in­ 
vited to attend the wedding, so we walked 
down to the bride's house. There we found 
the bamboo platform occupied by a band 
of music und an exhibition of marionettes, 
which personated characters in legends of 
the Japanese people. 
The haitji, or native 
priest, was conducting this novel show, 
which took hours to go through. 
I. how­ 
ever, was more anxious to see the bride, 
and accordingly was ushered into the prin- 
1 pal room. It was a large squure apart - 
¡1: ut, the front being opened by four large 
double doors. 
In one of* the remote cor­ 
ners of tlie sfone floor was seat. 1 on u 
handsome.mat tlie bride elect, with down­ 
cast eyes, and in tlie adjacent corner sat the 
bridegroom. The brille was fanned by two 
little girls and the groom by two little 
boys. In the center of the floor their 
feast was spread. 
The festivities lasted 
through the night, and refreshments abund­ 
antly "served to the guests in and about the 
house at any time and all times just as they 
called for them. At intervals the dancing 
girls were introduced and the tam-tams for 
their dance music. At break of day the 
groom claimed his wife and escorted her to 
his own iiouse. They then had a proces­ 
sion similar to tlie first one, except that the 
bride’s presents were seen carried in front 
by coolies. At the groom’s house festivi­ 
ties were continued according to the length 
of his purse. It often happens that these 
people use all the money they have on sneb 
occasions. They are improvident, and or­ 
dinarily live on very small sums, obtaining 
easily the little they need for maintenance.

ABOUT THE HOME. 


A pretty card receiver for the hall table 
or hat stand is in the form of an oval or 
oblong tray ; it is covered with plush, and 
has a rosebud embroidered in each comer, 
or a spray of light-colored flowers in one 
comer. 
Cucumbers peeled and boiled until soft 
are served with chickens roasted. Season 
the cucumbers just as you do summer 
squash and add a very little sweet cream. 
Serve in a vegetable dish or put around the 
chicken on the platter as a garnish. 
To make violet perfume, put half an 
ounce of orris-root, 
broken into small 
pieces, place in a bottle with two ounces of 
alcohol; cork it tight and shake well. 
After four or five days a few drops of this 
on a handkerchief will leave the odor of 
fresh violets. 
A good way to purify a sink is : 
To one 
jKiund of common copperas, that can be 
bought for a few cents a pound, put one 
gallon of boiling water, and when dis­ 
solved pour the liquid into the sink or 
drain, or wherever required. 
It must be 
remembered that copperas is poisonous. 
Our Swedish sisters bring us another 
mode of using pie-plant. The red stems 
are stewed gently with sugar and water 
enough for the consistence of lemonade. 
Then strain and use the liquid to tlavor 
and color puddings of com-starch. blanc­ 
mange and the like, to be eaten with sugar 
and cream.—[Exchange. 
For lawns nitrate of soda is a cleanly and 
effective fertilizer. 
Sprinkle broadcast at 
the rate of half to three-quarters of a pound 
to the square rod. it promotes the growth 
o f the grass, imparts a vivid green to the 
color, and is free from the objections to 
guano or other animal fertilizers. Thebest 
time to apply it is just after the ruin.— 
[l’rairie Farmer. 
A pretty cloth for the tray, or, in fact, to 
put on at either end of the table, is made of 
toweling of good quality, with a hand of 
turkey-red calico puton afotind it. Feather­ 
stitch the upper edge, and button-hole in 
medium sized scallops the lower edge. For 
this use the canary-colored marking cotton 
or light blue is very pretty. The effect of 
these on the white table-cover is good. 
Fruit jellies are made by so combining 
the juices of fruits with sugar by boiling 
that the product wiien cold becomes a quiv­ 
ering, translucent mass, the consistent of 
which is neither that of a solid nor liquid. 
To make a perfect jelly—we speak now of 
jierfection in regard to its transparency and 
pretty appearance—clarified sugar should 
lie used, but tbc best grade of refined sugar 
will answer every purpose of the house­ 
hold, and produce results quite gratifying 
to the eye as well as the pa like. 
One of the small economies, which if 
Constantly practiced will result in a large 
saving in the course of a year, is to purchase 
soap in large quantities and allow It to dry 
before using it. 
Almost all the soap found 
in the stores is freshly made, and the great 
waste grows out of the fact that when soft 
it will dissolve rapidly in water. 
In the 
course of the Monday’s wash a large part 
of the bar will melt away with no percep­ 
tible result, unless indeed an unnecessary 
reddening and softening of the hands is 
taken into account. 
Strawberry ice is very refreshing at the 
close of a heavy dinner. 
Mash two quarts 
strawberries, and add two pounds of sugar; 
m ix well and let this stand for two hours. 
Strain the juice through a muslin, squeez­ 
ing it well, so that nothing of value will be 
lost. 
Add an equal quantity of water to 
the juice and freeze. 
Some good authori­ 
ties in fancy cookery advise the addition of 
the beaten whites of eggs; they should be 
used in the proportion of three eggs to one 
quart of juice and water, and should not be 
mixed with it until it begins tostiffen in the 
freezer. 
They should of course be faith­ 
fully stirred into it. 
The strings on the baby’s bonnet are a 
never-failing source of trouble to mamma 
and to the nurse girl also. 
When every 
other article of dress required for the baby’s 
airing is spotless, if the bonnet has been 
worn once tiie strings are sure to be soiled. 
A bright thought occurred to a mother last 
week, and she tried ibis experim ent: 
For 
the Mother Hubbard of embroidered mus­ 
lin she made three pairs of strings, in one 
end of each she worked a button-hole, 
doubling the m uslin; then on each side of 
the bonnet where the strings are usually 
sewed on, she put a flat, cloth-covered but­ 
ton—a very small one answers nicely, and 
if properly put on it will not disturb baby’s 
repose, should lie go to sleep with his bon­ 
net on.

Monsieur Vignal has concluded that the 
germs of consumption may lurk in thedlist 
of rooms or street.-, as he has proved that 
the bacilli in the matter expectorated by 
consumptive patients are not destroyed by 
Is-ing repeatedly dried and moistened, and 
dust containing such matter may lie an 
agent of contagion to persons predisposed 
to the disease or in whom the bacilli find 
suitable soil f o r propagation. A guinea pig 
inoculated with the matter in the condition 
in which it is likely to exi-t in the streets 
died in three months from genuine con­ 
sumption.

Lai tic acid is one 
of the chief agents that give acidity to the 
gastric juice of the stomach in health. This 
is the acid of sourtuilk. and therefore one of 
the best -uiiimerdiet drink- that we can use 
is buttermilk. It satisfies the craving for 
acids l*y giving to the stomach a natural 
supply, and at the same time furnishing in 
its ehe. sv matter a good supply of whole- 
one nutrition. A man will endure fatigue 
in hot weather better on buttermilk than 
on anv diet lie can u se.--[Popular .Science 
News.

The Iowa Legislature have done well in 
honoring the girl heroine, Kate Shelley, of 
Boone, Iowa. She has just been presented 
with a gold medal of exquisite design and 
workmanship, for her heroic conduct three 
years ago in saving an express train on the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railroad, filled 
with passengers, from an instant and terri­ 
ble death. The medal has been prepared 
by Tiffany & Co., of New York, and repre­ 
sents Kate in the act of crossing tiie rail­ 
road bridge over the Des Moines river. 
Above are the words : 
“ Heroism, youth, 
humanity.” On the reverse of the medal 
is the following inscription: 
"Presented 
by the State of Iowa to Kate Shelley, with 
the thanks of the General Assembly. 
In 
recognition of the courage and’ devotion of 
a child of 15 years, whom neither the terror 
of the elements nor the fear of death could 
appall in her efforts to save human life dur­ 
ing the terrible storm and flood in the Des 
Moines valley on the night of July 0,1881.” 
Eugene J. Hall, of Chicago, tells the 
story in the graphic sketch and poem 
which follow : 
Just 
before rnightfall, on ¡ho Gth of 
July, 1881, a storm of wind and rain of un­ 
usual severity descended upon the region 
around Boone, Iowa. 
In an hour's time 
the Des Moines river rose six feet. So great 
was the velocity o f the wind that many 
buildings were destroyed. 
1-ooking from 
her window Kate Shelley saw through tiie 
darkness and storm a locomotive headlight. 
A second later it dropped from sight, and 
she knew that the Honey Creek bridge was 
gone and that the train had fallen into the 
abyss. There was no one at home except 
her mother, her little brother and sister, 
and tiie girl knew that if the express train, 
soon due, was warned of the dreadful dan­ 
ger, she must undertake the task alone. 
She hurried from the house into the 
storm, she gained the railroad track, and 
made her wuv toward Moingona, a station 
about a niiie from Honey Creek, as fastas 
lie could struggle against tiie terrible wind. 
To reach Moingona it was necessary for her 
to cross the high trestle bridge over tiie Des 
Moines river, which was exposed to the full 
force of t lie storm and about 500 feet in 
length. She crept upon the structure; the 
wind, tiie rain, the thunder, and the light­ 
ning were appalling. She nearly lost her 
balance, and just escaped falling into the 
swollen stream. She could not see a foot 
ahead of her. The darkness was intense, 
except when the dazzling lightning re­ 
vealed the timbers and the surging and 
seething waters. 
Knowing that not a mo­ 
ment must be lost, she crept from tic to tie 
across the high trestle. 
Having gained the 
ground on the further side, she ran to the 
station and told her story in breathless 
haste, and fell unconscious at the feet of 
the statioti-keeper. Telegrams were sent 
flying up and down the line notifying all of 
the loss of t he Honey Creek bridge. 
The 
express came thundering along with many 
passengers on board, and was stopped. This 
account was recently given to the writer by 
one who was on board the train at the 
time, who said he shou d never forget or 
cease to lie grateful for his life to the child 
heroine, with her torn and ragged clothes 
and bruised and bleeding limbs. 
I have 
endeavored, perhaps feebly, to fashion into 
song t his incident, that even'woman of the 
West should regard with pride and admira­ 
tion, and ever, man should remember, 
with a stronger love and respect for woman­ 
kind.

The localization 
of a capital is the same, and always will 
be. no m atter where the State’s official 
headquarters m ay be, and sensible people 
will realize this after a m om ent’s reflection. 
So far as Sacramento is concerned, she is 
th e capital of California only in part. 
Several of the chief departm ents associated 
w ith the seat of Government are elsewhere 
iova’cd, and the State officials, as a rule, 
tire m ere sojourners. 8 he has but one 
Lj 
institution that is of especial local 


benefit, and th at for but a brief period in 
each year, and even it was bore, of Sacra­ 
m ento liberality. 
All th at Sacramento can 
selfishly derive from the fact of being “ the 
capital” íb not comparable w ith the local 
benefits that flow from the location of State 
asylums, schools, etc. Our sister cities and 
towns have no reason whateverYo be jeal­ 
ous of Sacramento, or to regard her as a 
pensioner upon State bounty. Quite the 
contrary. H er people do not subsist upon 
the droppings from official tables. 
R ather 
their contributions to State institutions, it 
m ay be said without exaggeration, have far 
exceeded the direct benefits returning thus 
far. Sacramento has given to the State and 
State institutions, in lands and money, 
quite all that could be expected or asked, 
and even more, when the infancy of the 
State is taken into account. The capital is 
envious of no other section; it wishes all 
towns having State institutions at their 
door the full benefit possible to be attained, 
and for her prosperity, commerce and in­ 
dustry, takes all due credit to herself, since 
she is perfectly convinced that neither trade 
nor m anufacturing, m aterial growth nor 
future prospects, are dependent upon the 
fact th at the city is the capital of the State. 
Yet the people of Sacram ento are fully 
alive to their obligations imposed by the 
honor conferred upon their city, and we 
believe they have never allowed them to 
go to protest. 
It is the proper place, since 
the subject is up, to add that no more seri­ 
ous error is indulged in than the very pop­ 
ular one th at every appropriation for the 
care, repair and im provem ent of State 
property is treated as a gratuity to Sacra­ 
mento. 
It is the rule th at every session of 
every Legislature is characterized by decla­ 
mations of this character upon the floor of 
both houses. 
It seems to escape attention, 
and to be w holly ignored, that wherever 
State property is situated it m ust be the ob­ 
ject for a given am ount of expenditure. 
As a rule, such expenditures have not been 
a source of- em ploym ent or business to 
Sacram entaos more, or even as much, as to 
residents and tradesmen of other places. 
But, if it were true th at every dollar ex­ 
pended by the State upon her property 
w ent direct to private gain in Sacramento, 
it will strike the fair-m inded as no reason 
whatever for the tiresom e iteration th at it 
is a bounty to this city. 
The presum p­ 
tion 
m ust 
obtain 
th at 
the 
State 
officials see to it th at they get value re­ 
ceived for their principal—the State. 
But 
in fact the people of this city have given 
broad gratuities to the State, and the State 
ha3 donated nothing to Sacramento, nor 
should it. This city has no claim upon the 
State superior to that of any other com m u­ 
nity. 
It has never pretended to have. 
It 
has not been built up upon State bounty, 
and is not dependent upon it. 
It is the 
m isfortune of capitals, however, to be 
charged precisely as this city is, and prob­ 
ably always will be. 
The people of capitals, however, have 
one gratification in the premises. They 
can reflect with satisfaction that they afford 
“ penny-a-liners,” 
Bohem ian 
scribblers, 
shallow-pated stum p orators and narrow ­ 
m inded politicians, who after all are hu­ 
m an beings and susceptible to em otions of 
pleasure, some enjoym ent in this vale of 
tears, since all that class take unusual de­ 
light in discoursing upon tho “ harvest 
feast," the “ boarding-house keepers ” and 
" hotels " of the capital are supposed to oc­ 
casionally enjoy by reason of location, and 
how the unfortunate people of the Capital 
City are every now and then roused from 
lethargy and decay, and are snatched from 
the very jaw s of fam ine and the woes of 
destitution by the adventof political bodies 
and the biennial deliberations of one hun- 
irod and tw enty legislators, to say nothing 
of Godsends in the shape of m illions of 
dollars the correspondents and reporters of 
the press scatter broadcast in the proverbial 
liberality that characterizes that class ot 
w ealthy citizens. 


sition of m ining detritus in the streams 
will 
be entirely 
prohibited. 
It m ust 
be. sooner or later, and to the end that 
it m ay be done at the earliest mom ent, 
the rights of the riparian dwellers to have 
the destructive process shut off from fur­ 
ther damage should be enforced before the 
law. But when this is fully, as has already 
been partially accomplished, it will rem ain 
the duty of the Federal Government to 
facilitate the natural tendency of the river 
to scour out its bed. by artificial aids, and 
to this end all legitim ate means' should be 
employed to bring Congress to consider the 
case of the Sacram ento river, and to act 
vigorously for its restoration to som ething 
approaching its original integrity. 
Until 
this is done, and the descent of the sands 
in the canyons barred from passage into 
the river, we cannot expect a restoration of 
the 
stream. 
It never will 
be w hat 
it once was. but its navigability 
can 
be greatly im proved and 
its 
inviting 
character for fisheries vastly enhanced. The 
subject is one of comm ercial im portance. 
The fishery interest m ust tie restored if it 
is possible o f accom plishm ent. The next 
Legislature should feel such a pressure on 
this subject next w inter th at it will not dare 
to ignore it._____________________ 


THE- POLICY OF ANNUAL 
FESTIVAL 
OCCASIONS. 


AN 
IMPORTANT INTZRE3T DECLIN­ 
ING. 


Tho salm on run in tho Sacram ento river 
has decreased until it has proved disastrous 
to canneries and fishermen. It prom ises to 
become extinct. 
In this dilem m a the fish­ 
erm en threaten to violate the close season, 
and defy the law. The cause of the decay 
of the fisheries is attributed, first, to the sea 
lions at the Golden Gate. 
It is said they 
destroy • 5,300 pounds of fish daily. 
It is 
alleged th at the throwing of trim m ings 
into the river by the cannery employes is 
another 
cause 
of 
the 
.slackening of 
the 
run. 
it 
being 
held 
th at 
the 
fish avoid waters into w hich parts of 
the bodies of dissected fish are past. This i 
may he a fanciful, or it may be a cogent, 
reason ; certainly fishermen have faith in 
it. One adm itted prim e cause is the sur­ 
charging of the waters o f the river with 
m ining detritus and the coating of the bed 
of the stream x. itii hydraulic sands and 
slickens. These evils destroy the feeding 
grounds and obliterate 
spaw ning beds. 
That the fouling of t l ^ water by m ining 
processes tends to repel the fish is certain, 
w hile overflows, owing to th e raised river 
bed, certainly carry m any young fish into 
basins, where the falling of the waters 
leaves them to perish. The catfish is said 
to he destructive of the young fry salmon. 
Added to all these misfortunes is the dis- 
( .(Utimiance of the McCloud Fish H atching 
establishm ent, heretofore m aintained by 
the 1 tiited States Government. 
In contrast to the depletion of our fisher, 
ies, is 
the 
overcrowding 
of northern 
streams hv salmon. The runs were never 
so great there as now. 
It is held by some 
that the salmon will return next season to 
the Sacramento, but fishermen generally 
are not consoled by this possibility. 
It is 
certain that the next Legislature m ust give 
this m atter of the supply of food fish 
greater attention than has been accorded 
by its predecessors. The Fish Commis­ 
sioners, in the first place, m ust be given 
ample means and full power to carry on their 
work .of protecting the fishery interests, 
• , ■ n to the d( siructioii of ill* *eal* and cat­ 
fish. 
In the next piare, the funds for the 
m aintenance of a sufficient river police 
force under the direction of the Commis­ 
sioners mu*! be provided, and the hatching 
establishm ents m ust be fostered. 
If the 
McCloud hatchery can he reopened at reas­ 
onable e‘>st it should be done. There is 
probably no location so well adapted to 
taking *almon and 
stripping for 
the 
eggs and m ilt a.* the McCloud river. 
If 
it 
is 
true 
that 
it 
cost 
the 
General Government but $10,000 per year, 
this State can well afford to re-establish 
the hatchery. 
The cultivation of food 
fish is becoming more and more a public 
necessity. 
As tlie cost for flesh food ad­ 
vances, the dem and for fish w ill increase, 
nnd the necessity for m eeting the dem and 
becomes im perative upon the State. The

It is good policy on the part of cities to 
encourage holiday celebrations and pro­ 
mote them upon a broadly liberal scale. 
The Madri Gras displays at New Orleans, 
the march of the Veiled Prophets in St. 
Louis, the brilliant festival of the Mystic 
Krew in Baltimore, are all paying invest­ 
m ents for those cities, notw ithstanding the 
exceeding large outlay made in their pro­ 
motion, running up to quite a m illion 
dollars in some eases. 
Beyond the annual 
fairs, and the Fourth of Ju ly celebrations, 
there are very few efforts made by cities in 
Calafomia to attract people to holiday 
occasions. There is no city on the coast 
that ran better aftbrd to encourage an an ­ 
nual festival display than Sacramento. 
It 
is entirely possible for the people of this 
city to icad in suclt a m atter. 
San F ran ­ 
cisco will never be a competitor in anything 
of this character w ith the Capital City, for 
whatever she or any other town m ay do in 
like direction, will but stim ulate the effort 
here, cultivate the taste of the people in 
and their desire for such displays, and con­ 
tribute to the general success. 
Ail such 
tilings w jthin reasonable lim it are bene­ 
ficial to a people. W c are not of those who 
believe there is danger of too m any holi­ 
days being snatched from business, nor in 
too m uch m ingling of the people in public 
festivals. 
The people of Sacram ento can hardly go 
amiss of success in assuring the State of 
one grand festival occasion annually nt the 
Capital either supplem ental to the annual 
fair or independent of it. If they promoted 
such affairs as they should, in a very few 
years Sacramento would conie to be looked 
to for them , and as the proper author and 
seat of such reunions, and our gain would 
be com m ensurate with the effort put forth. 
W e are upon historic ground and it con­ 
stantly suggests possibilities in the line of 
music festival*, m ilitary encam pments, dis­ 
plays by civic societies, historic reunions, 
great trials of speed and skill and the like, 
or even Madri Gras grotesque and spectacu­ 
lar displays, ete. 
In this year an effort is being made in 
this direction that rises to an’ im portance 
justifying the opening of the question for 
public attention. 
The young men of the 
State generally whose nativity is Califor­ 
nian propose gathering in this city to cele­ 
brate the anniversary of the admission of 
California into the Union, by civil observ­ 
ances beneath the very shadows of the 
crum bling walls of Sutter's Fort—a his­ 
toric relic that is fast passing into the stage 
where reclam ation 
will 
he impossible. 
T heir effort is being seconded by the men 
of the Pioneer era, and it begins to look as 
if Admission Day will be in 1884 restored 
to som ething of its original im portance as 
a holiday. The effort is comm endable, 
and should receive broad and liberal en­ 
couragem ent from our people. 
Besides as­ 
suring a festival day of more than usual 
im portance, this Admission Day celebra­ 
tion may be m ade by successful manage­ 
m ent and liberal expenditure the initial 
step toward annual festivals at Sacramento 
such as suggested. 
They understand these 
matters well at the East especially, and in 
England, Germany afid France also. 
Cal­ 
ifornia has fewer holiday celebrations than 
any -date in the Union, if we except only 
Nevada. 
It is tim e she reformed her habit, 
and it is tim ely for the capita! city to break 
the ice. 


S0HE OF ITS OPPOSITION. 


I’rof. J. H arris Patton, author of “ A Con­ 
cise H istory of the American People,” 
" Natural Resources of the United States," 
and sim ilar works, is out in a compact 
volum e entitled “ The Democratic P arty; 
Its Political H istory and Influence.” The 
3,50 pagt * of m atter are calm ly written, and 
the historical recital* and proofs m arshaled 
in orderly array. They go to show that the 
Democratic party is proven by its history to 
have been the party of mistakes. 
In the 
sixty years in which it dom inated the nation 
it made for itself a history studded with rec­ 
ords of its bl” doring, and has occupied a 
plane of action that is to he described by 
but one word, “ Opposition." 
It is the only policy on w hich the party, 
a* now constituted, is agreed. In the outset 
the party arrayed itself against the policy 
of W ashington, that 
the G overnm ent 
should assume and m aintain neutrality in 
respect to wars between other nations. 
Jefferson and his school held to the'policy 
of giving little protection to our commerce 
on the ocean. 
His was, in fact, Prof. Pat­ 
ton holds, the policy of fitin a —th at the 
United State* should stand, regarding to 
its commerce, in respect to Europe, as China 
did to the rest of the world, i. e., in 
insulation. 
The majority of Democratic statesmen 
opposed all movements toward hum an free­ 
dom, and were the supporters and apolo­ 
gists for hum an slavery. 
Jefferson, Monroe and other leaders of 
the same school of statesmen opposed the 
policy o f “ Internal Im provem ents." 
Cheapp: stage policy originated in a W hig 
Congress, and was opposed by the Democra­ 
cy; au d it was not until 1863 tlmt the Demo­ 
cratic opposition was finally broken down 
and elicap postage made a reality. 
T he Homestead law was born of a Re­ 
publican Congress in 1803, and in opposi­ 
tion to the Democracy. 
The Democrats of 
both North and South had for years voted 
against it. 
The Democracy opposed bitterly the con­ 
struction of trans-continental railways, ou 
the only basis upon w hich their construc­ 
tion was possible. 
If the Democracy had 
its way, the roads would not have been 
built for two decades after the tim e they 
were completed. 
The Democracy has opposed, uniformly, 
any system of facilitation of m ercantile ex­ 
change between the States, from the oppo­ 


sition to the U nited States Bank to the bit­ 
ter opposition to the relief given financial 
affairs in 1863, by the establishm ent of N a­ 
tional Banks, by which the whole brood of 
wildcat banks and the whole mass of fluc­ 
tuating bank notes were swept away, to the 
relief of the whole nation—as any m an who 
remembers the 
old free-bank-note-issue 
days will readily recall. 
The Democracy fought every step ever 
taken to bring about a resumption of ¿¡pecio 
payments, and when it was accomplished 
in 1879 they prophesied the direst results. 
The Democratic statesmen fought every 
step taken to enact laws to prevent fraudu­ 
lent voting for Presidential Electors. 
It is needless to go -over the whole long 
list of opposition positions the party has 
held. The record is a tedious one, and Pro­ 
fessor Patton s historical recital of it is 
clear and unm istakable. 


THE LEPER SCARE. 


The whole East country seems to be agi­ 
tated about the threatened advent o f two 
Chinese lepers, whom the sensational Dr. 
O 'Donnell declares he has en route for exhi­ 
bition in Eastern cities. 
W hether h e ha.* 
an y lepers for the “ show " business is not 
now the question. 
The significance of the 
m atter is the unanim ous and nervous pro­ 
test the East m akes aguint lepers being 
brought over the Rocky M ountains at all. 
The excitem ent the threat of O'Donnell has 
aroused is very am using. The people who 
are 
so 
fearful 
of 
contam ination 
are 
the 
satue 
who 
b are 
sneered 
at 
California 
about 
the 
danger 
of 
our being driven to m aintain a leper 
colony, as one of the results of encouraging 
Chinese im m igration. 
Their views appear 
to have undergone a radical change now 
that O'Donnell proposes to give the E ast a 
specimen of the evils of unrestricted ('hiñese 
im portation. 
No sym pathy has ever been 
extended to California w hen she has pro­ 
tested against being forced to m aintain 
lepers. 
But the fact is that we have suffi­ 
cient lepers now to stock a large leper col­ 
ony. and with a solitary exception they 
are Chinese. Twenty years ago leprosy 
was laughed at in the Sandwich Islands; 
to-day it threatens the destruction of the 
population, and is the one great curse of the 
H aw aiian kingdom. 
W liat it will be in 
California ten years hence, if not stamped 
out at once, can be pictured by even the 
dullest fancv. 


T h e sanitary meeting to be held to-night 
should be careful to avoid being swamped 
by a m ultitude of counsel. 
It is certain 
th at no plan for the im provem ent of the 
sanitary condition can beadvanced to w hich 
tome objection cannot be raised. 
The great 
thing to be done is to do som ething, and 
that right speedily. 
It is delay that is our 
danger. 
W e should have entered upon 
this sanitary work a year ago and more, 
and that we did not do so is to our everlast­ 
ing sham e. 
Now, when it Í3 impossible to 
do anything well in time, he is sim ply a 
public enem y who will propose to take the 
chances, and delay until another season. 
Som ething m ust be d o n e: First, in the way 
of cleansing filth pits—to fill them up and 
dig new ones is one suggestion, but t he 
better plan is to clean them out at once by 
a large and active force; second, to cleanse 
and disenfect sewers and d rain s; third, to 
see th at cesspools are cleansed, disinfected 
and ventilated into upper air; fourth, to 
dispose of the city sewage by discharge into 
the river—in three mile* it will not be 
found to affect the water, ju st as at Bre­ 
men the sewage of the city does not affect 
the river Weiaer for five miles, though the 
population is 112,000; fifth, to do some­ 
thing. the speediest and m ost radical thing 
possible, with China slough and the stag­ 
nant waters south of the city"; sixth, to 
have a corps of competent officers make a 
house-to-house inspection, and denounce 
foul premises to the H ealth Officer. 
Sup­ 
pose all this costs m uch m oney; suppose 
it compels us to go into greater d e b t; to 
strain the law, indeed. 
Shall wc fear to 
do the work and take the risk of greater 
ills? 
If yellow fever reaches us the cost to 
the people of this city, in cold dollars, will 
not be counted except by the million, to 
say nothing of hum an suffering and deso­ 
lation th at m ust ensue, and the loss of 
prestige. 
Better to spend any am ount in 
thousands now, to vote special taxes, to 
pile up debt, titan to invite the incom ing of 
cholera or yellow fever this year, or the 
next. 


The Albany Journal, in manly tone*, de­ 
nounces m ud-slinging in this campaign, and de­ 
clines to repeat scandals about Governor Cleve­ 
land. 
It calls especial attention to the fact that 
the original utterance of the scandals was made 
by an independent, not a Republican paper—the 
Buffalo Telcyraph—nnd add* that the Governor's 
organ, the Albany Argus, has deemed the m at­ 
ter worthy of discussion, and has entered upon 
it. This commits the Governor, very unwisely, 
most men w ill think, to a policy tiiut w ill force 
the niatter into the campaign. It was a grave 
mistake. 
Political issues should not be dragged 
down to filthy debates. 
Republican self-respect­ 
ing journals should refuse to engage in these 
scandals.

S a x F ra n cisco , August 1st.—The co m ­ 
m ittee of the Supervisors to-day decided 
not to abolish the leper hospital as was 
proposed. 
It was thought that the police 
would in a short tim e succeed in shipping 
all the Chinese back to China, and in the 
meantim e the Lazaretto should continue 
to quarantine them . 
The Courts are grinding out citizens at a 
rapid rate, as the registration for the No­ 
vember election m ust he made between 
now and the 5th. 
Five hundred and three 
aliens were naturalized in this city during 
July. 
Hutching* will appear for sentence to­ 
morrow. 
His counsel, it is reported, will 
move to have a Commission appointed to 
pass upon his sanity. 
C on flagration in K ern C ounty. 
B a k er sfield, A ugust 1st.—A fire this 
m orning destroyed the greater part of 
Chinatown. 
For a tim e the whole town 
was threatened, but the llames were finally 
overcome. The fire broke cut in the cen­ 
ter of Chinatown, and consum ed tHe main 
part of it. covering half a block. This 
comprised five stores, carrying considerable 
stock of merchandise, anti other places of 
business, opium dens, etc. The occupants 
of this lim ited space, with their personal 
effects under ground and above, num bered 
at least .500, and the am ount of combustible 
m aterial was im mense, The fire depart­ 
m ent is well equipped and efficient and ¡ 
water is abundant, but such was the fierce­ 
ness of the flames that they could do little 
more than prevent the fire from crossing 
the adjoining streets and destroying other 
portions of the town. T he insurances were 
small. 
It is the general opinion that 
$75,000 would not replace the destroyed 
property.

It is difficult at the present time to give 
an accurate and detailed account of the 
proceedings that under the auspices of the 
Native Sons of the Golden W est will take 
place on September 9th. The Committee 
on Invitation have extended invitations to 
all the civic societies in the city, and several 
in different parts of the State. Advices re­ 
ceived by the General Committee from 
I’arlors in Stockton and San Francisco, in­ 
dicate that in addition to the members of 
the Order, several other fraternal societies 
have decided to accept the invitation of the 
Native Sons and participate in the celebra­ 
tion of a day which, while particularly 
sacred to the Native Sons, ought to be 
equally dear to all. 
The Committee o f Arrangements intend 
to erect two mammoth arches, placed in 
different parts of the city, yet to he agreed 
upon. The designs for the arches have 
been prepared, but as they are still subject 
to modification a minute description of 
them is deferred until all the features are 
definitely determined. 
In addition to these 
arches, it is the intention of the committee 
to place a number of small banners in 
various parts of the city. The Stockton 
Parlor intend to bring with them, if pos­ 
sible, the Stockton Guardas an escort. One 
thing apparently lay in the way of accom­ 
plishing this was tlie fact that the military 
are compelled by law to have their annual 
target practice on Admission Day. To ob­

The day’s festivities will con­ 
clude with a grand hall, w hich will take 
place in the Senate and Assembly cham­ 
bers, equaling anything ever before wit­ 
nessed in Sacramento. 
The Committee of 
Arrangements meet, every Monday and 
Thursday evening, and are earnestly en­ 
deavoring to discharge the responsibility 
of making the celebration a success resting 
upon them. Citizens seem to have an ade­ 
quate idea of the importance a.successful 
celebration of this character, occurring as 
it does iti the beginning of fair week, will 
he to the city, and are responding gener­ 
ously to the demands made upon them to 
raise funds.

T h e Y ou n glove H a b ea s C orpus C ase. 
As the decision in this ease, transferred 
to Judge Armstrong's Court from Amador 
county, appears to have been misunderstood 
by many, we publish i t : 
Eugene Younglove is a child 6 years o f age, 
who was horn in lawful wedlock. 
D wight 
Younglove is his lather, and the m other died in 
February, 1884. 
Under the Civil Code. (Section 
197) the father is entitled to the custody of his 
child, and in th is case he would be entitled to 
the custody of Eugene Younglove unless his 
right has been forfeited by the farts hereinafter 
stated, and the proceedings had in the Sujierior 
Court of the county oi Amador, w hich will l.T 
noticed. If the proceedings of that Court are 
valid, then under Section 201. of th e Civil Code 
the authority of the father,iverlhe child ceased. 
The father and m other o f th is child had been 
m arried about eight years w hen th e child was 
bom . 
About nine m onths after the child was 
bom the parents separated. W hen the child 
was two years old the father obtained a divorce 
from the m other. 
Before the divotce was 
granted there was an agreem ent betw een the 
father and the m other th at sue should have the 
custody of this child, and upon th at agreem ent 
the custodv of the child was surrendered by the 
father to her. 
She afterw ards interm arried 
w ith Mtf H older.and lived w ith him as his wife 
until she died. The m other of the child had its 
custody up to th e tim e o f h er death, from the 
tim e of the separation. On h er deathbed she 
m ade a w ill in which she appointed her then 
husband and her brother testam entary guard­ 
ians 
of 
this 
child. 
Her 
luisbaud 
pre­ 
sented 
th e 
will 
for 
probate 
In 
the 
Superior Court of Am ador county, and that 
Court rendered a decree establishing th e execu­ 
tion of the will. 
U nder th e code I th in k that 
th e Court h ad not jurisdiction to extend its 
judgm ent beyond an establishm ent o f the exe­ 
cution ot the w ill, unless there was property 
disposed of by the will. In w hich ease the court 
m ight direct letters testam entary 
to issue. 
(Code of Civil Procedure, Sections 1517 aud 
1549.) But t lie Court in th a t proceeding, insti­ 
tuted to probate the will, directed that letters of 
guardianship issue to Holder, who turned the 
child over to Mrs. Hawkins, the m aternal grand­ 
m other, who now has the child in custody. 
But t lit- Court h a d no jurisdiction in such a pro­ 
ceeding to appoint a guardian 
G uardians can 
only lie appointed by the Court upon proceed­ 
ings instituted therefor, and w hen there has 
been no guardian legally appointed by w ill or 
deed. 
If the w ill was valid, and the wife h ad a 
right to dispose o f th e child, then the Court has 
no jurisdiction to appoint a guardiun. 
(Section 
1747, Code o f Civil Procedure.) 
The full extent 
of the power oTthe Court in 6uch a case would 
be to require a bond from the testam entary 
guardian. 
(Section 1758, Code o f Civil Pro­ 
cedure.) The order in this case directed that 
th e will he adm itted to probate and th at letters 
of guardianship issue to Holder, w how as nam ed 
in the will, w ithout bond. 
The Court h ad not 
jurisdiction to m ake such an order, for in all 
eases a testam entary guardian must give abond. 
It is clear, then, that the letters of guardianship 
are void, aud th at neither Holder, ihe testa­ 
m entary guardian, nor Mrs. H aw kins, who 
has 
the 
child in 
custody, has any right 
to the custody of 
th e 
child 
by 
reason 
o f ’ th e proceedings of that Court, and the 
question then arises. Did the father lose his 
right to the custody of the child by reason of the 
agreem ent m ade w ith the m other aud her testa­ 
m entary disposition of it at her death" The 
agreem ent betw een the father and the m other 
in reference to this ch ild m ust be regarded as a 
personal agreem ent, surrendering to the m other 
the custody of the child, but not giving Jo her 
the right to dispose of the child by will orother- 
wise against the consent of the faiher. 
It was a 
personal right that she had th at term inated upon 
h er death, and as th a t is th e construction that 
m ust be given to th a t agreem ent, it follows th at 
as the m other she had no right to dispose of the 
child as against t lie claim of the father. Section 
241 o f the Civil Code reads: 
“ A guardian of the person or estate or of 
both of a child born, or likely to be born, m ay 
be appointed by w ill or by deed, to take effect 
upon the death of th e parents appointing: 
If 
th e child be legitim ate, by the father, w ith the 
w ritten consent of the m other; err by eith er 
parent, if th e other be dead or incapable o f con­ 
sent. 
If th e child be illegitim ate, 
by th e 
m other." 
As tiie father is jiving and capable of consent­ 
ing the m other had no authority to dispose of 
the child by will, and there is nothing m the 
proceedings of th e Court, nor in liis agreem ent 
w ith the m other to estop him from claim ing the 
child, and it follows that the father is legally 
and naturally entitled to the custody of the 
child. B ut it was claim ed at th e argum ent that 
the Court had power to aw ard the custody of 
the child to the fuiher conditionally that the 
grandm other could visit it. T he Court is of a 
different opinion. 
This is a proceeding on 
habeas corpus and not a proceeding eith er in 
chancery o r for th e appointm ent oi a guardian, 
an d the Court can 
therefore not 
exercise 
chancery jurisdiction. Section 1493 of the Penal 
Code re a d s: 
“ in eases w here any party is held under ille­ 
gal restraint or custody, or any other person en ­ 
titled to the restraint or custody of such party, 
th e Judge or Court m ay order such party to be 
com m itted to the restraint or custody of such 
person as is by law entitled thereto.” 
This is strictly a legal proceeding, and the 
power ol the Court is clearly defined by this 
section of the statutes. W hile th e Court would 
gladly m ake the ordcrdesired, if it had jurisdic­ 
tion, yet the only order th a t can tie m ade under 
the law is that hiigene Yonnglove, the child, 
he com m itted to th e custody of his father, aud 
it is vi ordered.

Nothing short of thorough from 
house to house inspection will be of any 
use, and the sooner such committee or 
officers are appointed the better. 
And 
when such appointments are made, see to 
it that competent and practical mechanics 
are chosen.

NEW ORLEANS LETTER. 


ATTRACTIVE FEATURES OF THE 
SOUTHERN METROPOLIS. 


Scones o f Interest to tho Visit or- 
C baracterists and Social 
H abits—Etc. 


En». R ecoud-Ukion : One of the most 
vivid impressions that the Crescent City 
leaves upon the m ind of the stranger is 
th at it possesses but few of the character­ 
istics of a large city. The bustle, the 
activity, the hurrying to and fro, the 
liasty salutations, are lacking. There is 
alw ays tim e for the exchange of friendly 
greetings, and everything is pervaded with 
th a t sociable, hom elike air so delightful to 
visitors. This is most noticeable in the 
business portion, for it is in the busy m arts 
th at we generally look for the jostling 
crowd, the formal air, and the cold, calcu­ 
lating m anner. Rut here, although trade 
is brisk and active, one feels th at it does 
n o t absorb all of life, hut leaves both tim e 
and thought for the cultivation of that 
graceful social spirit and that warm -hearted 
hospitality for which Southerners are so 
pre-em inently noted. 


THE MAIN PROMENADE 
A nd thoroughfare, Canal street, the great 
w idth of which m akes it particularly at­ 
tractive, is divided into three sections, and 
th e central, called neutral ground, was 
originally a canal, whence the name is de­ 
rived. A num ber of fine buildings line this 
street, and prom inent am ong them is one 
in course of erection and alm ost com­ 
pleted which will be'occupied by the Pic- 
wick Club. The Custom-house is here also. 
It is quite an old building, and in its archi­ 
tecture there is nothing of interest except 
th e marble-room, which is built entirely of 
w hite m arble, w ith im mense pillars ex­ 
tending from floor to ceiling—effective ad­ 
ditions to its sim ple grandeur. A fam iliar 
figure that haunts the Court-room of the 
Custom-house is the celebrated Mrs. Gaines, 
whose suit against thecity isso well known. 
She is about 00 years old, sm all and thin, 
w ith red hair, and the life of litigation she 
has led has left its traces in her careworn 
features. 
It is interesting on a pleasant day 
(and how seldom except during the beat 
o f the sum m er are the days not pleasant 
here?) to saunter along Canal street and 
note the passers-by. Such a

F or in their dress, Southerners are wont 
to discard somber tints, and to revel in the 
gay warm colors so much more in har­ 
m ony w ith their nature and surroundings. 
Graceful ladies with pale complexions, soft 
dark eyes, refined air and that just per­ 
ceptible tinge of pride in their m anner. 
Som e 011 their way to the matinee, which 
begins at noon and is over by 3 o’clock. 
Others shopping quite leisurely, nntPthere's 
a knot of bright young ladies—Creoles from 
their appearance—chatting pleasantly in 
silvery French, the language in such fre­ 
quent usage here. 
Gentlemen on their 
way to business stopping, to converse with 
th e ladies, or to discuss with one another 
th e price of sugar or cotton, for nearly 
every Southerner seems interested ¡11 one 
or the other commodity. 
Negroes every­ 
where, and a curious

are. 
W om en in white 
calico 
dresses, long 
aprons, and their heads either uncovered or 
n lom ed with a bright kerchief, arranged 
like a turban. Some with bundles or bas- 
kels of clothes

A nd walking along so slowly that one won 
dexs if they will ever reach their destina­ 
tion. 
Others seated before the stores with 
n large basket of cakes and candy before 
them . Their stock in trade consists chiefly 
o f gingercakes and molasses candy (the 
genuine article, you may be assured), which 
is often not pulled at all, but simply placed 
upon a square piece of w hite paper. They 
have also for saic w hat tiie French call 
“ plarines,” a kind of sugar candy mixed 
w ith pecans, made circular in form, and 
about the size of a saucer. 
It is sold at the 
rate of five cents a piece, and being the 
children's favorite candy, coaxes m any a 
nickel from their pockets. 
H ere is a sight 
fam iliar and uninteresting to a resident of 
New Orleans, but strange and most sug­ 
gestive to a visitor—two colored nuns car­ 
rying their basket for the p o o r; their dark 
features glorified by the sam e spiritual ex­ 
pression noticeable in the countenances of 
ail Sisters of Charity. 
By their faithful 
and energetic labors they do m uch toward 
rem oving both ignorance and superstition 
from the m inds of their i>eople. There is

O f negroes—m en and women m unching 
some gingerbread they have just purchased, 
and chattering in their harsh patois, so dif­ 
ferent from the pure French. One of them 
carries a bucket of powdered brick, sold to 
some housekeepers for brightening their 
knives or polishing their stoops.

sueli venders, fearing it m ight be considered 
im pertinence should they

If we wunder along Canal street as 
as the levee, a typical Southern scene 
ets us. 
We pick our .way through bar-

■otton, until we reach a steam er which 
is being unloaded. 
H alf a dozen darkies 
arc busily engaged in

their voices accompanying the movem ent 
in a slow rythm ic measure in harm ony 
with their w ork. 
Their costumes are 
usually quite varied, for e>nc article of 
dress seldom corresponds with another, 
and they often have the appearance of hav­ 
ing borrowed the apparel. AVe inquired of 
one old man, who was trudging along with 
a wheelbarrow, conveying the cotton upon 
the wharf, if he did not find this hard work 
in sum m er. 
But he replied, characteristic­ 
ally. "N o. sah; dis chile likes do hot 
w heddcr; 'sides. long :*» do Cord gib dis 
chile his belt he aint gwine ler he like dose 
go d-fur-nothin’ trash niggahs out dar in 
•*ie sun.'' 
We looked in the direction indi­ 
cated, and saw u num ber or negroes lying 
asleep upon the b ales of cotton, their good- 
natured fares upturned to the sun, evidently 
in perfect enjoyment of their nap, and 
quite unconscious 
of the disdain thus 
hcutx-d upon them.

then many a wiser and richer man.

AMERICAN’ PORTION OE TH E CITY. 
Here everything has a more modern air, 
and consequently there is less of interest 
than in the French pari. The streets arc 
wider, the buildings newer, and to a certain 
extent there is less of the foreign clem ent, 
both in the people and surroundings. Here 
s the I’ovdras m arket, somewhat like the 
French, only on a sm aller scale. 
In the 
streets around it live the poorer classes of 
pe-ph. w hose su p ;, » 
s d eriv ed m ainly 
from the many small bazars visible in this 
vicinity, and which give it quite a lively 
appearance. The St. Charles Hotel which, 
w ith its great colum ns 111 front, resemble, a 
city hall, the stock exchange and the cot­ 
ton manufactories, are the principal public 
buildings. St. Charles, .fackson and other 
streets are broad and beautiful avenues and 
afford an opportunity for a line drive. The 
houses look cool and airy, with their wide 
verandas and exquisite gardens, and are 
modeled like the country residences of 
suburban towns. 
About them there is no 
external display, but an atm osphere of 
quiet luxury and refinement that corre- 
sp mds with the taste and m anners of the 
Southern people.

Mutes. W ithin its walls nearly 150 little 
tongues, upon which nature has imposed 
the burden of siience, are daily taught the 
intricacies and usefulness of speech.

rule children are dum b solely because they 
are deaf, and therefore unable to hear and 
im itate the vocal sounds uttered hv those 


shielded from the night air by a six-m onth's 
mustache, w hich boasted of twenty-two 
reddish brown hairs.

the other hand children under seven years 
who have learned to speak perfectly alm ost 
always become m ute if they lose their 
hearing, as they frequently do by such 
causes as measles, scarlet feverand cerebro­ 
spinal meningitis. Children born deaf are 
technically term ed congenital deaf-mutes, 
and those that become so in early child­ 
h o o d are called semi-mutes. Strange as it 
may appear, it is generally easier to teach 
the former than the latter to talk. 
Since the child cannot hear, his other 
senses m ust be enlisted as substitutes for 
hearing, and the m ethod of teaching him 
to speak m ust, therefore, consist in m aking 
him see and feel the words spoken to him . 
How this is done can best be seen in the 
prim ary class, made up, as a rule, of chil­ 
dren from six to nine years old. These 
little ones, who entered the institution per­ 
fectly dum b in September last, arc all able 
to utter simple words and sentences dis­ 
tinctly, w hile one or two can speak alm ost 
fluently. B ut another thing th at surprises 
the visitor quite as much as their speaking 
is that tiie youngest of those children can 
al-o write readily and legibly any word he 
can utter. 
The first step in teaching the dum b child 
to speak is to teach him to utter simple 
vowel sounds correctly. To do this like 
pupil is directed to place his hand on the 
teacher’s chest, where he can feel the vibra­ 
tion, and to watch the shape of the teach­ 
er's mouth, for, in order to distinguish 
between their varieties, the deaf m ute de­ 
pends entirely on w atching the relative po­ 
sitions of the lips and the tongue. 
In 
teaching e the pupil, besides having iiis at­ 
tention attracted to the teacher’s m onth, 
which is opened as wide as it ran be con­ 
sistently with the production of the sound, 
is also made to place one hand on the 
teacher’s and the other on his own throat, 
so as to feel and im itate the peculiar vibra­ 
tion. The vibration of e can also ho felt 
under the angle of the jaw and upon the 
crown of the head. A nother m ethod of 
teaching e is to make the pupil feel that 
while in soundingo the larynx is depressed, 
in sounding e it is raised. 
M odulation of the voice is taught from 
the very outset. V» hen the pupil's voice is 
too high and shrill, pressure on the front 
of the larynx dim inishes the tension of the 
vocal cords, and thereby lowers the pitch. 
Sim ultaneous pressure 011 both sides of the 
larynx increases the tension of the vocal 
cords and elevates the pitch. The nasal 
tone is corrected by directing the pupil’s 
attention, through holding the back of his 
hand alternately to his own and the teach­ 
er's m outh and nose, to the fact that in the 
proper utterance of the sound tiie breath 
escapes through the m outh, and not through 
the nose. 
If this does not succeed, the 
teacher closes the pupil’s nostrils by press­ 
ing them between the tim in g and fore­ 
finger, and thus forces the breath through 
the mouth. 
The sim plest consonantal sounds, and, 
consequently, the most readily taught, are 
r, t and k. 
The pupil is m ade aw are of the 
dilierences in the utteranceof them by hav­ 
ing the back o f his hand held close to the 
teacher's m outh, and then he is encouraged 
to exercise his own vocal organs until he is 
able to em it his breath in the same m an­ 
ner. 
lie is assisted in the production of 
the k sound by having the fore part of his 
tongue pressed dow nward and a little back­ 
ward with a paper-folder 
As soon as a pupil lias succeeded in utter­ 
ing a sound correctly, the letter, or com­ 
bination of letters, representing it is written 
011 the blackboard, and he is encouraged to 
repeat the sound, and write the letter him ­ 
self so as to clinch the identification. 
As 
soon as he is able to utter simple vowel 
and consonantal sounds, he is taught to 
combine them into easy words, as “ toe,” 
“ tea,” “ out,” “ eye,” “ cow,” which are 
im m ediately w ritten upon the blackboard. 
At the sam e tim e the m eaning of such 
words is explained to the pupil by m eans 
of pictures and objects. Tim s be is sim ul­ 
taneously taught to utter articulate sounds, 
to read them from the lips of his teacher, 
. to associate words w ith their signification, 
j and to write the letters and words as he 
learns them . The most difficult sounds 
I for a deaf m ute to learn are th e hissing 
j sounds of .s, rh and j . but these are acquired 
like the rest, by patience and practice. 
} 
T he pupils in most cases show a rem ark- 
j able aptness to learn, and they express a 
peculiar delight when they first find out ¡

A n Isla n d o f Salt—T h e D isco v ery and 
P r e se n t W ork s. 
As but few of our readers have any 
knowledge of the Louisiana salt m ines dis­ 
covered during the late war, says the Haiti- 
more llemid, it will no doubt be interesting 
to learn som ething of their extent and the 
m anner of their discovery. The value of 
the discovery to the American people of 
such a vast field of solid sa',t is incalculably 
great. 
The island of Petite Anse is situated eight 
miles south of New Iberia, in Louisiana. 
It is a rem arkable elevation in the sea 
m arsh bordering the Bay of Vermilion. 
The formation of this vast store-house of 
salt is unaccounted for by the geologists of 
our country, and is unprecedented in the 
history of this continent. 
In extent this 
island is about three square miles. 
It is a 
thickly-wooded series of hills, the highest 
elevation being 180 feet above sea level. 
H ere and there gorges of orange sand indi­ 
cate th at its soil bears no relation tc the 
black earth of the surrounding country, 
and fringed by an alm ost limitless sea 
marsh. A num ber of artilieial m ounds are 
found upon it, and other indications of 
prehistoric dwellers. Tradition has it that 
owing ty some terrible calamity w ithin the 
mem ory of its earliest settlers the red men 
refused to make it a place of habitation, 
and no inducem ent would prevail upon 
them to revisit the spot. 
. 
The first authentic history of this strange 
upheaval comes from a hunter and trapper 
by the name of Hays, in the latter part of 
the last century. 
He discovered a salt 
spring, the brine of which was soon m anu­ 
factured into salt. The supply being too 
limited for profitable m anufacture it was 
neglected until the high price of salt occa­ 
sioned by our war with Great Britain guve 
an im petus to the business, and sm all works 
were erected, which were worked from 1812 
to 1S15. 
After the close of the war the 
’o . er prices did not justify a continuance 
of the works. In 1861, after the establish­ 
m ent of the blockade of Southern ports, 
the long-neglected spring was again brought 
into use, and the product of the factory was 
eagerly sought for. To increase the pro­ 
duction hands were employed to enlarge 
the well. After w orkingaw iiilean obstruc­ 
tion was met. One o f the proprietors de­ 
scended to the bottom of the well, and in 
his exam ination chipped off a piece of 
transparent rock salt. 
Upon a further and 
extended exam ination a solid lake of salt 
was* discovered, covering an area of 150 
acres of surface, and wherever examined 
clear, transparent salt was the result. 
T he depth of the deposit is unknown, but 
as far as penetrated through 115 feet of j 
solid salt the quality is identically thesam e, j 
pure and strong. The mines have been 
regularly opened, galleries or tunnels are 
driven into the solid rock salt, and crossing 
these by others at right angles—giving a 
w idth to each of about thirty-five iect, and 
a bight of twenty feet. 


L a n d O w n e r s h i p in G r e a t B r ita in . 
The following fresh statistics in regard to 
the ownership of land in Great Britain will 
prove interesting read in g : Twenty-eiglit 
Ilukcs in the United Kingdom possess 158 
separate estates, comprising nearly 4.000,000 
acres. The other members of the peerage. 
407 in num ber, hold 1.485 separate estates, 
embracing about 10,000,000 acres. 
Of 33,­ 
000,000 acres in England and Wales, more 
than 17.000,000 are owned by a body of 
men which probably does not exceed 4,500. 
According to George Brodick, W arden p f 
Morton College, Oxford, nearly half the in ­ 
closed land of England and W ales is owned 
by about 2,250 persons. The largest landed 
proprietor am ongst the peers is the Duke of 
Sutherland, who owns more than 1,000,000 
acres. 
His rent roll, however, is not so 
large as som e peers with m uch less proper­ 
ty, his income from land am ounting to only 
$(150,875. wiiile that of the M arquis of Bute, 
who owns only 110,000 acres, is considera­ 
bly more than $1,000,000. The Duke of 
Buccleuch comes second to the Duke of 
Sutherland in num ber of acres, and second 
to the Marquis of Bute in size of income. 
His land comprises 459,550 acres, and liis 
rent roll is about $1,100,000. The Duke of 
N orthum berland's rent roll ranks next, be­ 
ing $880,000, and next to him comes the 
Duke of Devonshire, w ith about $25,000 
less. 
Tiie Karl of Derby and Eari Fitz- 
wiiliam receive rents am ounting annually 
to about $700,000. 
Altogether there are ten 
peers who each receive over $500,000 a year 
from land.—[Baltim ore Herald.

Marseilles, August 1st. — Between 9 
o’clock and noon to-day there were five 
deaths from cholera. 
London, August 1st.—It is reponed from 
Cardiff that a man died of cholera on the 
French steamer (íraville, from Marseilles, 
at anchor in the 1’enarth Roads. The 
bndv was throw n overboard. A nother m an 
aboard the ship is very ill. 
T o u lo n, A ugust 1 st—Only two deaths 
from cholera occurred to-day. 
Thirty- 
three eases are now treated in the Bona 
Rerontre Hospital, and ninety-three in the 
Saint M andriere Hospital. 
The Legion of H onor gave a festival and 
display of fireworks in honor of the Mayor, 
and the people are indignant over the m at­ 
ter. They consider it an unbecoming dis­ 
play a t this tim e of misery. 
A nother death from cholera has occurred 
at 'Montafort. 
M a r se il l e s, August 1st.—There were six 
deaths from cholera to-day between noon 
and 7 o’clock. There are seventy eight 
cholera patients under treatm ent in the 
Pbaraos Hospital. Of ten adm itted into 
the hospital to-day, three died and two 
were cnretF. 
M a rseilles, August 
1st.—The crowd 
cheered to-day when they saw the cholera 
bulletin, announcing a decrease in the 
num ber of deaths. The total num ber of 
deat hs in Marseilles since the outbreak is 
1,248. The streets of the city are again as­ 
sum ing their usual gaiety. 
Rome, August 1st.—Cholera is reported 
in ten or tw enty communes, but the epi­ 
demic is not spreading. The Direttn insists 
the Government should publish trust­ 
worthy information to prevent unfounded 
alarm or loss of confidence. 
F ra n ce an d C hina. 
Lo n d o n, A ugust 1st.—A dispatch from 
Foo Chow states that there is a great panic 
there. 
Foreigners are arm ing for defense, 
ladies are leaving and the French Consul is 
preparing to go aboard the gunboat. 
A Times dispatch from Foo Chow, dated 
Jnly 31st, say s: China has refused to pay 
the indem nity demanded by France. The 
tim e granted China by France to decide 
upon the m atter has been prolonged beyond 
August 1st. 
A secret edict has been issued ordering 
Chinese not to molest foreigners. French 
civilians and m andarins, however, assert 
that the lives of foreigners are not safe. An 
English flagship is landing sailors to act in 
defense of foreigners in Foo (.'how. 
The China m erchants' fleet has been sold 
to an American for 5,230,000 taels, nearly 
$7,300,000. 
W ar, to all appearances, is im ­ 
m inent. 
A dispatch to-day from Foo Chow asserts 
that the general impression in that city is 
th a t war between France and China is* in­ 
evitable. Both natives and foreigners are 
leaving tiie city. 


P a r is , August 1 st.—Prim e Minister Ferry 
gave an audience to-day to Li Fong Pao, 
the Chinese Minister. 
La Liherti says France is not likely to 
break the negotiations with China, or push 
matters to an extremity. 
A Sitíhs Romance. 


N ew Y o r k , August 1st.—The Sun's cable­ 
gram from London of July 31st sa y s: 
Berne, Switzerland, is excited over a novel 
and unnatural m arriage and a mysterious 
death. 
Souli's Mexican circus, having 
concluded a successful tour by a series 
of exhibitions at Berne, a majority of the 
principal performers p u t up together in the 
same hotel. Among the performers were 
an American negro named W illiam Broogs, 
of W ashington, and Helene A Ibcrt. a young 
Englishwom an, of 
London. 
The pair 
had been in love for some time, m uch 
to 
the 
sorrow of 
the 
other m em ­ 
bers of the troupe, 
and 
particularly 
of Souli 
himself, who had for a long 
time, it is said, made unsuccessful efforts 
to win the young w om an’s affections. 
F i­ 
nally the negro and Miss Albert deter­ 
m ined to get m arried. They arranged for 
a marriage festival in the hotel, and went, 
unaccompanied, to the Mayor’s

An interesting feature in the workings of 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society, whose 
plan of work and whose reason for being 
I described in last Saturday’s letter, is the 
surveillance, if it m ay be so called, which 
the society continues over dismissed cases. 
Children who have been inm ates of the 
Aid, w hile th eir parents were ill or in 
prison, return to their former homes when 
their parents claim them , hut are constantly 
visited by officer David W. Boyd, detailed 
for the use of the Aid Society. 
These visits 
are m ainly to wake up parents to a sense 
of their duties, and to show them that the 
society always looks out for the children 
it lias once sheltered, and will claim them 
again if it finds them neglected or abused. 
In a recent report 1,248 such visits are re­ 
corded. 
A good point in the m anagem ent 
of the Aid is that it acts prom ptly ; there is 
very little red tape about its doings where 
a child’s suffering is in question. Some 
times a would-be hospital patient m ust 
w ait till the Board lias m et and deliberated 
upon his case, but the doors of the Aid are 
literally and m etaphorically always open 
to the little waifs for whose good it exists 
Mr. Dooley, the Superintendent, declares 
that he has more to contend w ith from 
weakness of character, narrowness and 
inefficiency in parents than front real brtt 
tality or crime. 


RESCUED FROM TH E MAGDALEN. 
An instance was the case of M artha, a 
bright, restless, talkative, noisy, girl o f 15, 
clean in Iter dress, and in iter speech hon­ 
est anil straightforward. 
It would have 
been difficult to believe that she had been 
gathered in on her wav to the Magdalen 
A sylum , as so m any even younger girls at 
the Aid unfortunately are. 
It proved that 
Iter looks spoke truiy of her. 
H er ease 
was th is: H er m other died when she was 
about 12 or 13 years of age, and her father 
m arried a second wife. This good lady 
was jealous of M artha and of the influence 
site m ight have over her father. 
The 
father saw th at he was in disfavor with his 
wife when he treated M artha kindly, so he 
dared not display ltis affection for her. 
Soon new babies came, and poor M artha 
found herself very m uch out in the cold. 
She got reckless and bad-tempered, and be­ 
gan to behave in a way as to justify iter 
stepm other's dislike and her father’s harsh­ 
ness—the young hitm an anim al becomes 
such an unpleasant little brute in the ab­ 
sence of love. 
Not at all perceiving the 
why and wherefore of M artha's degeneracy, 
her father came, in all honest pain ami 
grief, to com m it his fractious daughter to 
the Boys’ and Girls' Aid. as utterly unm an­ 
ageable. 
They had 
become 
too wise 
through experience to place im plicit belief 
in a parent's diagnosis of a hard case, and 
soon discovered that M artha only needed 
kind treatm ent to be trusted, and be led, 
and not driven, to m ake her a cheerful, 
tractable girl 
One day, after he had made 
sure of her disposition, the Superintendent 
sent her on an errand at some distance. 
She 
performed it, going and return­ 
ing 
by 
the 
street 
cars. 
A t 
about 
8 o'clock in the evening, there was much 
ringing of the street door-bell at the Aid, 
and a great commotion. 
M artha’s father, 
stepm other and two sm all children had 
come to ask where M artha was. She was 
up-stairs, the Matron said. 
Was she quite 
sure? Quite. 
Because they had seen Mar­ 
tha th at afternoon on a street car, and tHey 
thought she had “ broke loose." 
Mr. Doo­ 
ley is not a little proud that he can trust so 
m any of his boys and girls on errands 
about the city—so m any, indeed, that a 
Judge of one of the Courts from which sev­ 
eral of th e Aid inm ates have been taken 
rem arked, “ You lose a great m any boys, 
don’t you? I see boys that 1 have just 
comm itted running all about the city.” 


ANOTHER INTERESTING EXAM PLE. 
Of course there is such a thing as being 
too lenient, and lenient in the wrong in ­ 
stance; but there seems to he not much 
danger of that in the experiences of these 
mug candidates for a higher life. One 
father cruel judgm ent on a little fellow I 
read and heard the story of. 
The boy, 
cursed with a drunken, profligate mother, 
and a father whose misfortune it was to 
have rried to com m it suicide and failed,was 
brought to the Aid by a policem an. He 
was found a home with a lady whose hus­ 
band, being constantly away, would have 
found the burden of disciplining th e boy 
entirely resting upon her if severe discip­ 
line had been necessary. 
But it was no t. 
The boy had a sweet disposition, and was, 
as she called him , 'l a lum p of love." 
Flic 
broke tip housekeeping and left the hoy 
with a neighbor, who also became much 
attached to him . 
It became necessary to 
place him in a third hom e in the country, 
from which he has returned with this un­ 
compromising docum ent: 
■ We. the undersigned residents o f 
, con­ 
sider Johnny 
a very rude, bad boy. 
We 
know him to be o t il bad disposition, very ttn- 
gentlemanlv and an inveterate liar, ami un­ 
worthy of the good will which most bo vs are 
deserving of.’’ Signed by a Deputy .Sheriff and 
three leading citizens. 
“ I don’t care w hat you p u t in, Mr. 
Dooley won’t believe it,” said poor Johnny 
stoutly when this sum m ing up was iit 
course of preparation. 
And Mr. Dooley 
did not believe it. 
The child is a good 
child with a good record, and these Mr. 
Bumbles of Booine comity have failed to 
understand him , and brought their quad­ 
ruple strength to bear to give a little hoy 
ten years old a bad character. 
It is 


NOT ALL ROSE-COLORED, 
However, by any means. There are boys 
who feel bitterly disappointed that they 
were rescued from going to San Quentin. 
I hey wish to go there “ because it’s tough;” 
they feel that they would then have had a 
career as a crim inal, or as if they had been 
graduated and received a 
diploma. 
1 
talked to a little rogue out at the Aid who 
had wrecked a train, burned a barn, robbed 
a woman of her purse at the point of a pis­ 
tol, and had just been brought from a ru n ­ 
away excursion from the Aid to Berkeley. 
He had been gone three or four d ays; lie 
had not the smallest sense of shame, and he 
was just twelve years old. 
It is not safe to 
let him play among the other children, for 
he is imbued with the dime novel idea that 
a great crime is rom antic and 
a 
full 
fledged crim inal a hero, and he incites his 
mates to revolt. 
H e is small, most of the 
boys of his class ure, and he lias a little 
sm ile and a soft, ready assent to all the kind 
exhortation and pleading of one of the 
ladies who felt deeply interested in the 
ultim ate rescue of the boy and a lively sor­ 
row for his solitary confinement, w hile she 
recognized its necessity perfectly. 
The 
future oi such boys when they come within 
the sphere of the Aid’s activities is a seri­ 
ous problem. The intention was to send 
off this one on a ship, in order to subject 
him to strict discipline and to separate him 
entirely from old associations. 


who in their native alleys wonld draw 
knives on each other, only grum ble and 
complain in the office of a m ate who has 
displeased them . 
As for an honest round 
of fisticuffs between two boys of a size, it is 
encouraged and never punished, nor even 
checked, unless it threatens to go too far. 
In two visits, separated by several m onths. 
1 was surprised to see the resolute, boyish 
air that had come to one poor little fellow 
of but 3 or 4 years, deserted by his parents 
and housed by the Aid. The great thing is 
not to dem and of these children wltat they 
cannot possibly know anything about— 
ideas of chastity and honesty, which are 
simply incom prehensible 
to 
them , 
to 
which they are being introduced for the 
first tim e.' “ First form a habit, then add a 
little principle, and then back that up 
w ith a little reason, that’s the plan," said 
Mr. Dooley, and w ithout trying or pretend­ 
ing to turn them into angels, he gives them 
a rough-hewn idea of w hat a clean, honest 
life is, and then 
places them 
in the 
straigliter paths of the world and helps 
them to follow them . 
W hile they are 
w aiting for their homes to be found they 
are taught to read and spell for two hours 
every afternoon, and the girls get house­ 
wifely instruction from the m atron, whom 
they assist in her manifold duties, m ending 
and w aiting on the table. 
It is tut endless 
wonder that these boys and girls turned 
from the direct road to the State's Prison 
anil the Industrial School should behave so 
well and develop so healthfully under the 
kinder influences of the Aid. The event 
seems to. justify the theory of that
